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14; In late Nay the Chinese Commaist 2 Air Squadron Headquarters was at “anyuan 
(136-24, 39-48) Airfield. The comrander wag CHANG Ta-helang (3E KH 4¥ ) and 
the devuty commander was a man named P!ET (3%). The code designation of this 
squadron was "G06", and it was formerly Imown es the Plohad (ide it) Unit. 


2, Attached to this aquadron at Nanyuan Airfield are 12 Soviet pilots, 13 Soviet 
mechanics, 19 training vlanes, and a number of Soviet inatructors. Approxzi= 
mately 200 Chinese Commnist ground troons guard YWanyvan Airfield. 


3. In February construction was completed at a new airfield four miles from 
Nanyuan. It ig equiyped with supply dumps, a hospital, a club house, and a 


sooverative store. 


4. In midedune Ssup'ingchieh Airfield, Manchuria, was being enlarged te cover an 
additional two square miles and new barracks were being constructed near the 
field. A Soviet tanle comoany was stationed in the airfield area. 


5. In early June work on a trench along the side of Swatow Airfield was comvieted. 
Tt is annroxzinmately one yard wide and parallels the runvay, to which it is 
equal in length. A number of antij-aircraft guns in the southwest area of the 
field fired apvroximately 12 rounds at - es which flew over 
Swatow Airfield in early June. 
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In early June the expansion of Mahgilang (118-24, 2he-lO) Airfield was completed. 
The field coverg an area of avoroximately nine square milee and accommodates 
3,000 Chinese Communist Air Force (CCAF) troops. Caves are being exeavated in 
the mountains near Mahsiang for the storage of fuel and ammunition for this 
field. ;

Dur- 
ing the afternoon there were strong winds in the Peiving Airfield area,
